The slimmer of 19 58 was very unfavorable. It was cold almost all the time. 
Clear, warm days come only in June and July. During these months the sun almost 
never sets, it shines 2k hours. During the latter half of July there was one 
thunder storm. In the plant family, only northern mess grows here and dwarf 
birch, the tallest about !§• meters. As for animal life, there are white bears, 
wolves, northern deer, dogs similar to our fox. In the bird family there are 
northern owls and white partridge. The people work in the mining of coal. In 
the latter half of September a perpetual dark night descends which lasts for 
several months. 
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Information 

Julia PHILLIP, ca. bO years of age, lives with her husband in Poland in 
the city of Katowicze. In June 195$ she visited in Canada with her daughter, 
and in January-February she visited her sisterynARTKOVA in New York. She 
will return to Poland in April or June of 1959* She has a son who spent nine 
years in prison in Poland as a former member of the Ukrainian Division. Upon 
release he obtained employment but scon after he escaped to Berlin where he 
works in some retail firm in connection with which he was supposed to go to 
Israel. He wants to immigrate to Canada. 


In January 1957> Julia PHILLIP visited another sister in the Ukraine who 
lives in the city of KHODOROV, Oblast DROHOBICH. 



In private conversation in New York she gave the following information:
